Bay. in Alaraeda county, and is 
about fifteen, miles southeasterly from 
San Francisco.

Is a range of low 
mountains- averaging in height one 
thousand to fifteen hundred feet. 
Lying between this mountain range 
>and the bay is a level belt of land 
about fifty miles Ions and from five 
to seven ml'ea wMe. 
Tils strip of

da California, and located in the very 
choicest part of it is tha subject of our 
'sketch. San Leandro. 
So deeply im-

RATES. 


Broadmoor nas a water system of its 
own in order to insure an abundance 
of wa.ter for lawns and gardens at a 
minimum price, in fact, water in Broad- 
moor costs only about half as much as it 
does in Oakland 
Heretofore excessive T\ ater rates have 


been the bane of country homeseekers, 
and, without doubt, the counties around 
the bay could boast of many more mag- 
nificent homes with lawns and gardens 
such as are to be found In Broadmoor 
if the rates for water were as reasonable 
as at Broadmoor. 
The Broadmoor water plant is one of 
the (finest in the United States, and this 
feature alore undoubtedly attracts a large 
percentage of the prospective purchasers. 
Water is supplied from wells sunk to 
the water-bearing gravels of the region 
and Is delivered under pressure through 
pipes by means of compressed air, Instead 
of pumping it into an unsightly elevated 
tank, as Is generally done. There, is a

is unpalatable,

from 
surface 
sources is often dangerous to health. In 
Broadrnoor the water comes to the con- ; 


sumer clear, sparking and-pure, reach- 
ing the light for the first time It comes 
out of the faucet the same as it pours 
forth from a spring In the mountain. 
As the pressure is obtai ned by the 
pumping of compressed air into the tank 
which supplies the entire tract. It Is evi- 
dent that any desired press^ ure may be 
obtained, and that in case of fire or the 
Immediate necessity of a gieat quantity 
of water. It can bo had up to any poln't 
within the limit of the plumbing facili- 
ties, and all upon a moment's notice, by 
the switching of a lever In the hands of 
the water engineer. 
This pneumatic tank system Is conceded 
to be the Ideal method 
of providing 
•water and it hap only been on account 
of the great expense In erecting plants 
that this system has not been adopted 
everywhere 
Broadmoor fortunately lies In an ar- 
tesian well region, and consequently the 
water obtained Is primarily pure, which 
fact, combined with the protection given 
by the underground pneumatic tank svs- 
tem, insures, from a sanitary standpoint, 
the best water in the county. 
Pipe lines are extended down all of 
the avenues, so that purchasers of lots 
can connect immediately upon completion 
of their

PETROLITHIC OIL TAMPED ROADS. 
The petrolithlc system, of road building, 
which has been carried out In this tract, 
is a-, California invention of considerable 


interest. 
It is not known generallv to 
the world at large that the crude oil of 
California is usually more than one-half 
asphaltum. 
Although some success has 
been met bv sprinkling the roads with 
crude oil, thus far the celebrated oiled 
roads of California are not a permanent 
success, for the reason that the oil Is 
never mixed thoroughly and evenly with 
the soil, and that tho road gives way in 
spots and forms chuckholes. 
This is not the fault of the oil, but 
rather the method of appb Ing it. 
By 
tne petrolithic svstem of road building at 
Broadmoor the oil is thoroughly mixed 
with the soil from the bottom up and 
afterwards rolled the same as aphalt 
pavement. 


Before beginning with the road the soil 
is plowed up to a depth of 6 or S Inches, 
all the clods are thorough! >• pulverized 
and tho roadbeds sprinkled with water. 
Asphaltic oil Is then sprinkled evenly 
over the surface until there is three 
gallons of oil to each squire yard of 
roadwav 
A cultivator is then hauled 
several times over the ground, which 
mixes the oil In the earth thoroughly, 
and then a gigantic petrolithic rolling 
tamper begins its work. 


This machine not only packs and com- 


iftyut ui gravel ana crusnecl rocK, tnci 
another coat of oil Is applied and the 
compressing repeated until every square 
yard lias been thoroughly mixed and 
tamped down.

While these exchanges were going on, Helms, his face distorted with 


Counsel, too, was plainly very angry, 
while every one present seemed quaking with excitement. All of the at- 
torneys arose. The detectives especially assigned to the courtroom, the two 
bailiffs and Bodyguards McCarthy and Otts came forward, 


It looked as though all feared there would be gun play, but, like so many

For 
the last two or three weeks the issue in the case has been 
abandoned for side excursions in various directions and 
inquiries wholly irrelevant to the charge.

For instance, the prosecution is now busy trying to i cently rendered by Superior Judge Ellsworth in the test 


pjove Patrick Calhoun offered a bribe to Fred P. Nicholas 
in May. 1906, by conversations between 'third parties 
within the last six months regarding wholly different mat- 
ters. On the strength of the unsupported testimony of 
John H. Helms, Henejr, in open court, charged Alonzo Jj'. 
Monroe, a reputable lawyer and former District Attorney 
of Htjrsi«'ldt county, with perjury and with an attempt 
to anborn a witness to leave the State. The witness Mon- 
roe was accused of attempting to suborn is John H. 
Helms bimseli. Now Helms confessedly knows nothing 
about the alleged bribing of Nicholas. On his own show- 
ing he is a corrupt and venal traitor in the pay of Spreck- 
els. He was employed as a detective by the United Rail- 
roads, and after leaving that employ betrayed his clients 
to Burns. While in the pay of Spreckels he re-entered 
the employ of the United Railroads for the avowed pur- 
pose of learning the secrets of the defense and betraying 
them to the prosecution. He admits that he sent word to 
Winfield Lamb, a friend of William M. Abbott, that he 
would be false to Burns and true to the United Railroads 


if paid $3000, but says he made this offer as a trap. 
He 


substantiates himself by relating an alleged conversation 
he had with Charles Goff, a police officer, who was de- 
tailed to assist Burns. Goff, it appears from the account 
submitted in court, received money from Spreckels's fund. 
He admitted that Al 'McCabe, an attache of the District 
Attorney's office, had once given him $100, and that Ray- 
mond Burns, son of William J. Burns, gave him $50 at 
another time. 
Goff corroborates, of course, Helms' ac- 


count of what they said to each other when no one else 
was present. 


If this is not a manifest attempt on the part of paid 


employes of the prosecution to confess a man guilty of 
something they know nothing about, we are at a loss to 
understand the proceeding. This is a specimen of the kind 
of testimony that is being taken before Judge Lawlor: 


"I told Goff that Lamb had told me that I was to 


stand pat and not go against the United Railroads, and 
that they would stand by me till hell froze over," said 
Helms. "I told him that I had told Lamb to go back and 
that I would stand pat if they gave me S3000. I had ar- 
ranged, I said, to have him come himself to a hotel in Eu- 
reka so that Goff could hear what was said." 


So what a venal rascal says he told another agent of 


the prosecution is to be taken as proof that a lawyer of 
high standing like ilr. Monroe is a perjurer and a cor- 
rupter of witnesses. 


All this sort of testimony has the brand of purchase 


on it. Not only is it irrelevant to the offense charged in 
the indictment, but it is in the category of things which 
cannot be proved or disproved. By what means can the 
purport of a conversation between John H. Helms and 
Charles Goff at which no one else was present be ascer- 
tained? An alleged statement of Helms to Goff is pre- 
sented as a proof that Helmi had no corrupt motive in 
telling Lamb that he would leave the country if he was 
given $3000. 
Always we have the unsupported word of 


an acknowledged crook against that of several men of fair 
.repute and honorable standing. Alonzo J. Monroe, Hugh 
O'Xeill and W'mlleld Lamb ure all to be condemned on 
the strength of what Helms alleges he said to Goff! 


Could anything be more futile or farcical? Yet it is 


all beside the point. False or true, it throws no light on 
the alleged bribing of the Supervisors. Helms says he 


suit instituted by the District Attorney to enjoin the cor- 
poration from laying its tracks in the tunnel without a 
franchise, which the Supervisors were in doubt about their 
right to grant. Judge Ellsworth's decision that, a fran- 
chise was unnecessary and that the granting of a permit 
by the board would suffice removed the only obstacle in 
the way of carrying out the project forthwith. 


The Contra Costa county Supervisors granted the 


corporation a franchise from Antioch to the county line 
a long time ago. 
The Alameda county Supervisors also 


granted them a franchise over the county road for 300 
feet south of the tunnel entrance, whence the corporation 
has a private right of way to Oakland. The permit to use 
the Alameda portion of the inter-county tunnel puts the 
corporation in a position to proceed with the construc- 
tion of the work at once. 
The 
enterprise has been 


financed and there is nothing now irt the way of proceed- 
ing with the work of track construction at once. 


The carrying out of the enterprise promises substantial 


benefit to both counties concerned. It will give the most 
productive agricultural section of Contra Costa county 
direct communication with a market and open up to set- 
tlement what has been hitherto an almost inaccessible 
territory. 
It \vill put Oakland in close touch with this 


territory, which js now so remotely related through ex- 
isting means of transportation as to be practically out- 
side of ^Oakland's pale of commercial influence. 
The 


new electric railroad will bring it practically to Oakland's 
door. To all intents and purposes it will add the custom 
of 
Oakland's trade.

YEGGJAN'S CODE 


Manuscripts Found Give In- 


structions For Blowing 


Various Safes 


XEW YORK, June 2.—That safeblow- 


ers and yeggmen have a literature as 
well as a language of their own was es- 
tablished to the satisfaction of Inspector 
McCafferty yesterday by an Inspection 
of some manuscripts found In the 
pos- 


session of "Deafy" Hunt, a gifted In- 
vestigator of safes, who was arrested at 
No. 30 Washington 
street. 
Brooklyn, 


Monday night. 
Tl ese manuscripts are 


yellow with age and worn on the creases 
and largely written In cipher. 


The cipher H comparatively 
simple 


and when worked out reveals Itself as 
combinations of Intelligible words. TVo 
of the manuscripts found in the effects 
of "Deaty" Hunt—so called, by the way, 
because the premature explosion of a 
safe fractured one of his ear drums- 
are mon: or less learned descriptions of 
various kinds of 
burgler »>roof 
safes, 


with instructions hr.w to violently enter 
the same. These manuscripts have evi- 
dently been written by some scholarly 
safe blower" and passed from hand to 
hand. 


There are other manuscripts relating 


to different towns and 
railroads 
and 


banks, but _ they arc of a remote period 
and have no contemporary Interest. In- 
cluded in the information about safes 
and their construction and how to blow 
them is a simple recipe for the manu- 
facture of "soup." -which Is the yegg 
name for nltro-gly-erine. 


"Deafy" Hunt Is In the Tombs under

Following is the passage In Its 


original form: 


"Y. W Thkpl li a different make al- 


together. 
You will find one of this de- 


scription in the lysout Tughk P. O . the 
place Hunt fell for. It haa another name 
on the outside of the box, but It Is an 
E. C Morris " 


McCafftrty and his men remembered 


that one Hunt—none other than "Deafv" 


list If—was sentenced 
to prison 
six 


"years ago for. blowing the safe in the 
pontoffice at Pelham Manor. From this 
It was Inferred, and properly, that lysout 
Tughk P. O. was the cipher for Pe'lham 
Manor postoffice. 
Naturally, from the 


reading of the paragraph, 
It followed 


that Y. W. Thkkpl was the cipher for 
E. C. Morris. 


With this to work on the key was 


built up. 
It w£s found that the 
man 


who formulated the cipher divided the 
26 letters of the alphabet Into four di- 
visions. 
Against these letters—the ci- 


pher—the equivalent letters were prac- 
tically reversed
